since the worjd war," Benes said 
the government's nationalities pro- 
posals to settle its difficulties with 
the Germanic minority aimed to 
"guarantee the individual against 
the whole, the minority against the 
majority, and freedom of thought 
and national rights." 


"We wish to contribute to a com- 


promise of the difficulties which 
disturb Europe. We wish to coop- 
crate with all our neighbors, espe- 
cially with our greatest neighbor, 
Germany, with 
all Europe and 


America and we want to demon- 
strate particularly to England and 
France that we understand clearly 
our responsibility for general coop- 
eration," the president of the Cze- 
choslovak state said. "We are rea- 
dy to meet this responsibility to the 
extent to which necessities of the 
state permit us." 


Speaking from his residence at 


this "critical moment," Benes ex- 
plained that European and world 
events "have compelled us to ac- 
celerate our actions" in treatment 
of the minorities issue. 


"Great Problems"

"That explains the course we 


now are pursuing. We are modi- 
fying the tempo but we don't alter 
the spirit in which this state is 
trying to solve these great prob- 
lems-of today." 


President Benes said the .repub- 


lic had developed 
progressively 


for 20 years, achieveing "political 
democracy and freedom, economic 
prosperity, religious tolerance and 
social justice" step by step and 
without upheavals or revolutions. 


The nationalities question, how- 


ever, was a unique problem, he 
said, which had been a difficult 
one for centuries, requiring "new 
methods of treatment" 


His expression of confidence the 


Sudeten-Czech problem would be 
solved peacefully followed by a 
few hours publication of the gov- 
ernment's compromise plan, and 
agreement of the Sudeten German 
party to resume the negotiations 
which were broken off Wednes- 
day.

Trade unionism in Germany has de- 


teriorated to a name. It is called the 
"labor front," and obeys Hitler like a well 
trained puppet anxious to escape the sting- 
ing lash. 


In a sense labor in Germany and Russia 


deserve the shackles that now bind it. 
.It listened to the siren song of men who 
were crazed for power, and it followed 
in their wake singing Hosannas and Hal- 
lelujahs when it should have been issuing 
warnings. 


In America the honeyed strains of the 


Wagner Act have dropped all lullaby 
notes for the harsh and grating discord 
recorded by the principal leaders of the 
American Federation of Labor in recent 
public addresses. 


It should be said for men like Green 


and Woll that they have somehow been 
borne along on the tide of Utopia cre- 
ated by our moon-struck rulers. But they 
have found the sharp claw protruding 
through the superficial velvet covering 
and warned labor that the Wagner Act 
as presently constituted is a "Magna 
Charta for labor" about in the same sense 
that a ticket from Africa to Alabama for 
a black man in 1850 was an avenue to 
freedom. 


Said Mr. Woll: 


"Under this Wagner law we have 


created a great governmental machine 
which day by day is seeking to extend 
its power and field of authority. 


"It has the power to shape the boun- 


daries of_unions. It can and will make 
a labor movement to fit its own ideas. 
It can and does decide when a labor 
agreement is valid or invalid. 


"It has taken over many of the func- 


tions of unions themselves. 
Its au- 


thority as to facts is final. It is a 
power unto itself. 
It can make or 


break cither an employer or a trade 
union. 


"On the sole basis of whether a unit 


is a proper unit for bargaining, the 
Board determines the boundaries of 
unions and their right to live." 
In other words, and put more simply, 


we merely have before us an ordinary ex- 
ample of a political bureaucracy at work. 
By its very nature it is bound to be as 
dishonest as it is wretched. Its decisions 
are traceable to the men who pull strings 
behind the scenery. It not only destroys 
employers but, by so doing, destroys work- 
ers. One thing it exalts.—the radical agi- 
tator who is perhaps the most selfish pawn 
on the scene in that he seeks a maximum 
of power for himself for the lowest min- 
imum of service. 


It is worth rcpca::.ig to declare again, 


in view of the developments, that a po- 
litical bureaucracy is a hai'-ful and toler- 


•re Uufht safety in their classroom*, and 
school patrols have been organized to con- 
duct the children across busy intersections. 


But children do not always think cither. 


Excited by games, embroiled in bois- 
terous play, they arc always apt to dart 
out in front of an approaching car. 


If that car is proceeding slowly, if 


that driver is thinking of this hazard as 
any adult should be, he can stop in time. 
If he is trying to get home a minute ear- 
lier, if he is stepping on the gas, a young- 
ster's life is endangered. And it might 
be his own youngster. 


GREAT GUESSING GAME 


Political guessers are again engaged in 


their favorite game of "interpreting" the 
outcome of each primary vole. 


One side is no less active and no more 


proficient than the other. The same elec- 
tion may be, and usually is, given two 
completely contradictory interpretations. 
The republicans make one .deduction, the 
democrats the exact opposite. The new 
dealers claim the vote is a victory for 
them, the anti-new dealers also claim 
it as a victory. 


Just why political operators seem to 


consider the interpretation of primaries 
and pre-election events a wise and neces- 
sary strategy is not easily understood by 
lay observers. 
Everyone knows that the 


political interpreters are only guessing, 
and that each tends naturally to see only 
what is most favorable to the cause of his 
party. 


National spokesmen for both parties 


are prone to forget or to deliberately dis- 
regard local issues and local personalities. 
They do not seem to take into account 
the fact that Joe Doakes may be nomin- 
ated because the people of his state like 
him, or that he may be defeated because 
the people of his state do not like him. 
Sometimes the question of whether to 
build or not to build a new town hall is 
a much hotter issue with the home folks 
than the Great Matters which the various 
national interpreters read into every elec- 
tion. 


Both Mr. James A. Farley of the demo- 


crats and Mr. John Dl Hamilton of the 
republicans might profit, politically, if 
they would give further study to the cus- 
tom of interpreting and making predic- 
tions. 
They might learn, for instance, 


that when Mr. Hamilton says this state or 
that state is in the bag for the republi- 
cans, more than a few republicans resent 
the voicing of such an airy assumption, 
even though they may hope it is true. 
And they might learn, likewise, that when 
Mr. Farley announces that this state or 
that state is all sewed up for President 
Roosevelt, there are democrats as well 
as republicans who feel like taking issue 
with him. 


Probably the underlying psychology 


of this reaction to such predictions is that 
the majority of the voters like to feel that 
it is they and they alone who are going to 
decide the election, that they are going to 
decide it the way they want to regard- 
less of what anyone predicts, and that 
they arc not sheep, ready to run in which- 
ever direction somebody points. Nor do 
they like the implication of the political 
prognosticates that they are so easily 
readable that someone can tell just what 
they are going to do before they do it. 
Only simple minded people can be "in- 
terpreted" so qasily. Of course, the "in- 
terpreters" may be rigiit, but no one likes 
to be told that he is simple minded.

Washington—Peace in thc West- 


ern Hemisphere Is the business of 
every government in North and 
South America. 


That principle was confirmed a 


few weeks ago when Bolivia and 
Paraguay decided to submit their 
Chaco war to arbitration, after a 
century of intermittent fighting. 


Thus the conference method of 


settling international disputes tri- 
umphed again on this side of the 
Atlantic. Even now thc family of 
American governments is prepar- 
ing for another in the long line of 
Pan American conferences, this 
one to be held in Lima, Peru, early 
in December. 


A glance at the record helps ex- 


plain this comparative- quiet on the 
American front despite the war 
clatter elsewhere in the world. It 
reads almost like "A Century of 
Progress." 


A little more than a century ago 


in 1826, Simon Bolivar, the Grea: 
Liberator, called a conference o: 
nations which assembled in Pana- 
ma. Although U. S. delegates are- 
rived after the meeting adjourned 
several Latin American represen 
tatives got together in time for a 
little friendly discussion. 


By 1889 the First Pan American 


Conference 
met

D. C. It went so far as to establish 
a commercial

trade relations between the Amer- 
ican republics.*

Covers Many Fields 


Since that meeting half a cen- 


tury ago seven Pan American con- 
ferences have dealt with an in- 
creasing variety of subjects like 
commerce and finance: communi- 
cations and transportation; intel- 
lectual 
and 
cultural relations; 


public health and social welfare; 
arbitration, conciliation, and codi- 
fication of international law — to 
name a few. 


Most important was the Buenos 


Aires gathering in December, 1936, 
to consider ways of strengthening 
the peace machinery. 
Out of it 


grew the principle of joint respon- 
sibility of All American govern- 
me'nts 
for 
the 
maintenance of 


peace in the Western Hemisphere. 


With these 
international con- 


claves of American governments 
has grown the 'Pan American 
Union, as a permanent headquar- 
ters for inter-American affairs. 


From its start as a commercial 


bureau it has broadened its activi- 
ties to keep up with international 
developments until it now handles 
thc agendas of the general Pan 
American conferences and of some 
of the special gatherings.

For Peace Association 


Already the governing board of 


the Union has drafted the program 
for the coming Peru conference, 
after consultation with the gov- 
ernments which will attend. 


The program 
will 
cover eco- 


nomic questions, the political and 
civil rights of women, organiza- 
tion of peace, international law. 
intellectual cooperation and moral 
disarmament 


Also likely to attract attention is 


the proposal of the governments 
of Columbia and the Dominican 
Republic for the creation of an as- 
sociation of American nations with 
increased power to preserve the 
peace of the Western Hemisphere. 


One of the criticisms leveled at 


the conferences and at the Pan 
American Union itself is the lack 
of enforcement weapons like the 
sanctions which can be invoked by 
the League of Nations.

The teacher of the first graders has a difficult time. She gets children 


of about the same age. close to six. six. a little after six. That is the age 
for admittance, usually set by law. The class is usually big—forty-five to 
sixty is about the span of the registers in most of the cities. The group is 
to be taught as a group: that is. they are expected to go forward in learn- 
ing, as a class, with no laggards, no stay-backs, no holdovers The teacher 
must promote them all at the end of the term or her reputation suffers 
In some places her position is at stake. 


About the end of the first day the teacher has sorted the class if not 


actually m rows and groups, mentally in sections, as bright, normal dull 
The bright ones are going to learn without much teaching, the normal 
ones with ordinary effort, but the dull ones, are going to know little or 
nothing of what the whole business means. It is that group that wrecks 
the teacher, holds back the class, and makes costs .in education, social 
work and social service mount. What is the matter with them?

Some of them are 
perfectly normal children who are not as yet developed sufficiently to be

AN EMERGENCY COOKING FIRE

OU fellows who drive a ca 
have something at your dis 
posal few, comparatively, knev 


about. 


Take a medium sized tin can 


and remove one end, fill three 
fourths full of dry sand, coarse sand 
Remember it must be dry sand 
Now turn, in, say, a third of a 
cup of gasoline and light with 
match. Needless to add, you wil 
not wait a week before scratchin; 
the match, or have your face ove: 
the can. or your hand unduly ex 
posed. If a bit leary, place a match 
in a split stick, lighting it with an 
other match, and using the Ion; 
handle to ignite the gasoline. Th 
saturated sand burns fiercely, tlv 
surrounding can concentrating tlv 
flame. Hang the old teapail above 
and discover how quickly it wil 
come to a boil. Naturally you wil 
have placed the make-shift stove 
where the wind cannot strike it. I 
is truly surprising how well i' 
works. 
You can, using a larger 


can, larger in diameter, do a fair 
job of frying, and a slice of smoked 
ham. impaled on the end of a stick 
can be well cooked, not to mention 
the always delightful bacon. It is 
a matter of surprise how long the 
fire lasts. Here experience is nec- 
essary to determine the amount of 
gasoline required. 
It is better to 


use too much rather than have the 
fire go out before the tea-water 
boils. When finished, kick over the 
can, in the road or dry sand, and 
your fire is extinguished. It is bet- 
ter, quicker and more reliable than 
'canned heat". 


How to Broil Fish
